MayGc, as is often thu case, a lad arrives late ftt" 
ntfdit arcither Victorh^Liverpool Street, Jutstpn", : 
1 King's Cross", or St, Pan eras station; he is dead- 
heat, either journeying froin*thc front on fnr- 
ioUEh. *ith full kit, or returning alter holidaying 
with friends, perhaps hundreds of miles from the 
metropolis, and with no train with which to com- 
. pl-ete his journey until the morning. Outside of 
each of these stations— almost on the very door- 
stftp in some instances, one miglit. truthfully say- 
: Tr-your 'lonely, tired boys find at any hour of the 
day or- njgtit ^ warm,welcome,:a glowing fire, a 



hot meal 'or bath, a bed, and In the morn'mg a 
hreakfast before starting on his journey* Espe- 
cially he is welcomed if7 as is often the case, he 
hails from the Dominion, and has no friends in 
the Old Country.

The need of Emergency Receiving and Mater- 
nity Homesj for wives, widows, and dependent 
and orphan childrcn'of the soldiers, is a pressing 
one. Wliilc it is true that the Government is 
making every effort to help the soldiers' depen- 
dents, yet there, arc many instances where the 
additional assistance is sorely needed of some 
benevolent organization which will - co-operate 
with, on the one hand, the Government, and on 
the other, with sueh"l>odies as the Great War 
Veterans' Association. 

In our various Children's Homes there are 
' fluite a number of soldiers' children. In One case 
the fttther-dted at the front an^d the mother foe* 
to work.
